REPENTANCE 


Are you lost, or do you not know it? 

“There is a way which seemeth 
right unto man, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death.” Prov. 14:12. 

It was commended by God and 
preached by His holy prophets of old. 
“Therefore say unto the house of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the Lord God; Re- 
pent, and turn yourselves from your 
idols; and turn away your faces from 
all your abominations.” Ezek. 14:6. 

Likewise John the Baptist, the 
forerunner of our Lord, opened his 
wonderful ministry by calling men to 
repentance. Matt. 3:1, 2 says, “In 
those days came John the Baptist, 
preaching in the wilderness of Judea, 
And saying, Repent ye: for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand.” 

Matt. 4:17 tells us, “From that time 
Jesus began to preach, and to say, 
Repent: for the kingdom of heavén 
is at hand.” And St. Mark tells us in 
the Ist chapter and 15th verse “The 
time is fulfilled and the kingdom of 
God is at hand: Repent ye, and be- 
lieve the gospel.” 

Jesus also said in St. Luke 5:32 “I 
came not to call the righteous but sin- 
ners to repentance.” In Luke 13:5 He 
said “I tell you, Nay: but, except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 

Paul preaching at Athens, tells 
them that God commanded all men 
everywhere to repent. Acts 17:30. 
True repentance means that we have 
an honest desire to quit all sin and 
turn to God and obey Him forever. 
Paul says we must then confess our 
sins to God Himself and when we do 
that, God promises to forgive us our 
sins and cleanse us in the blood of 
His Son, Jesus. In talking to Nico- 
demus, Jeaus said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” John 3:3. Repentance expresses 
that mighty change in mind, heart 
and life wrought by the Spirit of 
God. It means a change of purpose, 
view and feelings. And everyone of 
us shall give account of ourselves to 
God. Rom. 14:12. 

Mark 16:16 “He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned.” 
Rom. 14:11, 12 says, “For it is writ- 
ten, As I live, saith the Lord, every 
knee shall bow to me, and every ton- 
gue shall confess to God. So then ev- 
ery one of us shall give account of 
himself to God.”

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The Assembly passed a ruling that each church 
make an effort to raise money for missions equal to 
the amount of 5% of tithes paid into the church, that 
is, if a church raises $20.00 per month for tithes they 
are to raise one dollar in offerings for missions. If 
they raise one hundred dollars per month in tithes 
they would be required to raise in offerings $5.00 for

Ask and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find. 


Last week we took up the phase 
of this subject from the standpoint 
of asking. We tried to show how im- 
portant it is to ask of our Heavenly 
Father the things we need. Today we 
will take up the thought of seeking. 
Sometimes we find that in connec- 
tion with asking it becomes necessary 
to seek for the things we need. Jesus 
says, “Seek, and ye shall find.” He 
did not say you perhaps will find, but 
that you shall find. Isn’t it wonderful 
to realize that the blessing is some- 
where waiting for us, and that the 
Lord has told us how to get to it? 
First, we are to ask, then if we do not 
get to it we are to seek for it. 

It appears that some people be- 
come discouraged after they have 
asked the Lord for something and did 
not get it at once, they become faint- 
hearted and almost lose their Chris- 
tian experience then resort to the 
arm of flesh in every, instance. Asa 
took a disease in his feet and did not 
seek the Lord, but the physician® and 
died. He on other occasions sought 
the Lord and gained deliverance in 
battles ete., but on this occasion he 
sought not to the Lord, but to the 
physicians. The result was—he died. 


It means something to seek the Lord 
and get results. We should remember 
that half-hearted seeking will bring 
no good results. The Lord has prom- 
ised that the day ye seek me with 
your whole heart | will be found of 
thee. Jesus gave the example of a 
woman seeking for a lost coin. He 
said “she sought dilligently.” In 
order to find the Lord in the things 
we desire we must seek dilligently, 
we must leave nothing unturned. If 
there are any barriers between us 
and God we must move them. Let us 
remember that the only way that we 
can get in touch with Him is by com- 
ing with our whole heart. 

It makes no difference what busi- 
ness you may undertake if you do 
not put your whole heart into it you 
will fail. 

It isn’t much trouble for that man 
or woman who has lived a whole- 
hearted surrender to God to approach 
Him in whole-hearted prayer. 

Often men of the Bible were heard 
to say to the Lord “I seek thee with 
my whole heart.” 


Seeking Whole-heartedly 
The Lord says at Jeremiah 29:13 
“Ye shall seek me and find me, when 
ye shall search for me with all your 
heart.” 
Thousands can testify that when 
they came to the place that they felt 





their entire helplessness then casting 
themselves whole-heartedly upon the 
Lord they realized His immediate 
help. 

Peter, on the house top put his 
whole heart in his prayer, though it 
was noon and perhaps he was very 
hungry and would have eaten, yet he 
lost sight of food, friends and eulo- 
gies of the people in order that he 
might get to God with his whole 
heart. 

“When Melanchthan was seriously 
ill at Weimar in 1540, Luther auda- 
ciously stormed the heights of heaven, 
came back, took Philip’s hand and 
thundered in his ear the words: ‘Be 
of good comfort, Philip, you will not 
die! Our Lord God must hear me! I 
have pleaded all His promises on 
prayer in the Holy Scriptures that I 
could remember; so that He must 
hear me!’ Melanchthan awoke out of 
a deep swoon; began to breathe deep- 
ly and regularly; new life burst thru 
his veins; and he became well. He 
afterward said: ‘I would have died 
had I not been snatched by Luther’s 
coming and petition from  death’s 
grasp’.” 

Why could Martin Luther gain such 
sweeping victory in behalf of Me- 
lanchthon? It was because he be- 
came desperately anxious about him. 
It was because he put his whole 
heart into his pleading for him. 

Let us remember that “the ef- 
fectual. fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” The Word does 
not tell us how much, but we learn 
that the arm of the Lord is not short- 
ened neither is His power limited, 
but can do for us more than we can 
think or ask, therefore let us seek 
Him with our whole heart and receive 
of Him the things offereq from His 
bountiful hand. 

I knew a man once who prayed 
over every move that he made even 
when sending a letter through the 
mail, he asked God’s blessing upon 
it, that it might have the desired ef- 
fect. O that we could get more and 
more in the habit of praying or rath- 
er live in the atmosphere or spirit of 
prayer. 

It is said that Benjamin Franklin 
was a man of prayer. It is stated that 
he prayed once as follows: 

“From a cross neighbor, and a sullen 
wife, 

A pointless needle and a broken knife, 

From suretyship, and from an empty 

purse, , 

A smoking chimney and a _ jolting 
horse; : 
From a dull razor and an aching head, 
From a bad conscience and a buggy 
bed,

This may appear a little laughable, 
but it carries the thought that what- 
soever we ask or seek of Him in the 
manner prescribed it shall be done 
for us. 


Why not the thousands of Church 
of God members at the beginning of 
this year—1928 make a_ resolution 
that we are going to make this year 
a year of prayer. You could not en- 
ter a greater ministry. Sometimes 
people have an ambition to do great 
things for the Lord. Let me tell you 
here and now that the greatest field 
and avenue for doing great things for 
God is the avenue of prayer. Armies 
have been defeated; plagues remov- 
ed, fire checked, storms abated, con- 
fusion settled, strife ended, murder- 
ers defeated, debts paid, the starving 
fed, all in answer to earnest, seeking 
prayer. Then why should not the 
Church of God enter this ministry at 
once, do not let too much of the 
year slip away but begin now. 

Stop for a moment and meditate 
upon what is needed. Revivals need 
to break out in every church;  dis- 
couraged, faint-hearted soldiers of the 
cross need to take on new life since 
the cloud is lifted. Prayer needs to 
be offered that other clouds shall not 
settle upon us. Some perhaps have not 
thought of this. but Satan will blow 
one over on us if we do not keep it 
beaten back with prayer. We need| 
not say in what way he will do it, but 
only insist that prayer is needed. 
Then O the great debt. God only can 
handle this, so let me insist that ev- 
ery true, blood-washed soul take this 
to Him in prayer. Remember the text, 
seek and ye shall find. Dear ones we 
must find some of these things. 

When we were children together we 
would play hide and seek for the 
switch. When someone came close to 
the switch the one that hid it would 
say “hot” then when we would wan- 
der away they would say “cold.” It 
is like seeking the Lord for special 
favors; when we are cold and indif- 
ferent we are far from the thing we 
desire, but when we become warmed 
up in fervency of prayer we are near 
the blessing.

We then begin to 
realize that we are nearing the goal, 
then as we keep pressing our claim, it 
will not be long till we grasp. the 
thing with a grip of faith. Then it is 
that we are made to realize that 
faith is the substance of things hop- 
ed for. the evidence of things not 
seen.

DANCING 


M. S. Lemons 


“And Jephtha came to Mizpeh unto 
bis house, and behold his daughter 
came to meet him with timbrels and 
with dance, and she was his only 
child; beside her he had neither son 
nor daughter.” Judges 11:34. 

Dancing is the greatest homage of 
praise that can be rendered with the 
body to God. After Moses had brought 
the children of Israel out of Egyptian 
bondage and they had crossed the 
Red Sea safely, Miriam took her tim- 
brel, and all the ladies up on the bank 
of the river apart and had music 
and dancing. While the men were 
getting ready to go to war, the wo- 
men were dancing the victorious 
dance. 

Dancing is giving expression to a 
feeling of victory in the soul and a 
consciousness of the knowledge of the 
fact. 

At 1 Sam. 18:6 when David was re- 
turning from the slaughter of the 
Philistine the young virgins 
sang in the dance and said, Saul has 
killed his thousands, and David his 
tens of thousands. They danced and 
sang. It was truly victory. 

At Psalm 30:11 David gives full 
vent to the expression of his heart, 


filling his words with ecstatic wis- 
dom “Thou hast turned for me my 
mourning into dancing, thou hast 


put off my sackcloth and girded me 
with gladness; to the end that my 
glory may sing praise to thee, and 


not be silent.” Many who never dance, 


have never been free. 

At Psalm 149:2-4 he says let Israel 
rejoice in Him that made him; let 
the children of Zion be joyful in their 
King; let them praise him in the 
dance; let them sing praises unto 
him with the timbrel and harp. David 
continues his ecstatic eloquence in 
the 150th Psalm and the 4th verse 
and says, Praise him with the timbre] 
and the dance, praise him with the 
stringed instruments and organs. It 
is easy to be seen that if it is wrong 
to praise him in the dance, it would 
be equally wrong to praise Him with 
the stringed instruments and _ the 
organs. 

At Lamentations 5:15 the prophet 
regrets the fact that their deplorable 
condition is so certain that the joy 
of heart has ceased, and their danc- 
ing has turned into mourning. 

At the 15th chapter of Luke, Jesus 
gives a more perfect description of 
the cause and effect, that the prodi- 
gal had lost his former experience, 
and had suffered untold agony and 
sorrows. His once happy days were 
all lost. No hope of anything now but 
servitude, a long, vacant, lost life; 
but on his return things were so dif- 
ferent, and his old hungry soul was 
so completely and over-whelmingly 
satisfied, that at first he had to dance 
a little. And since it had been such a 
common thing among happy victori- 
ous people of long ago, he could not 
see where it could be amiss, if he 
did dance a little, so he just cut 
a few steps anyway, and Jesus does 
not offer a single rebuke to it. 

At 2 Sam. 6:14 David tells us after 
having made an effort to bring up the 
Ark of the covenant and making such 
a sad failure in the attempt, that at 
the time when he was successful and 
landed her safely in its prepared 
place, that he was so elated that he 
just simply danced before the Lord— 
its real meaning is victory. 

At Eccl. 3:4 The wise man _ says 
there is a time to weep and a time to 
laugh, a time, to mourn and a time to 
dance. It is most assured that we all 
do these things when the time comes. 
The time for some of us to dance has 
not arrived. If so, we may have for- 
feited our rights. 

At Judges 21, we are told a very 
strange story, The children of Ben- 
jamin had committed a very henious 
crime. The narrative of which, is 
perfectly descriptive, all Israel was 
arraved in battle against Benjamin. 
He only lost eighteen thousand men 
in this great selge, Israel lost twenty 
thousand, however most all of his 
men who had families were killed in 
battle. and Israel was so wrought up 
over the cruelty of Benjamin’s sin, 
that they swore vengeance against 
him, and would not allow their daugh- 
ters to marry into his family any- 
more, and their advice to Benjamin 
was, that their young men_ should 
go to Shiloh, and hide in the hedges, 
and at eventide when the daughters 
came out to dance, that each one 
should catch one of his own choice 
to be his wife instead. 

Therefore it was time to dance, and 
also a time to be caught away. Evi- 
dently Jesus will catch away at His 
coming those who have _ victory 
enough to dance the victorious dance.

Nicodemus 
did not know what the Lord meant 
and he was a ruler in Israel, and there 
are hundreds of church members to- 
day who do not know what it means, 
but inasmuch as it is necessary for a 
man to be born again of the water 
and of the Spirit or he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of heaven, it should 
make everyone of us anxious to know 
what it really means, for none of us 
want to miss the kingdom. 

God made the beast of the earth 
after his kind, and the cattle after 
their kind, and evérything that creep- 
eth upon the earth ‘after his kind; 
and it was so. AND GOD SAID, LET 
US MAKE MAN IN OUR IMAGE, 
AFTER OUR LIKENESS: And let 
them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over the cattle, and over all the 
earth, and over every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth. Gen. 
1:25, 26. 


The hog wallows in the mud and 
roots in the ground because it is his 
nature; the cow eats grass and wash- 
es herself and combs her hair with 
her tongue because it is her nature; 
the squirrel eats nuts because it is 
his nature; the ducks and geese swim 
because it is their nature. You do not 
have to teach them to swim, it is 
their nature. Everything after his 
kind. But man, it is different with 
him. So God created man in His own 
image, in the image of God created 
he him; male and female created he 
them. Gen. 1:27. Therefore if man was 
created in the image of God it was 
his nature to do good and not evil, 
he wouldn’t have to learn to do good, 
but would do so because it was his 
nature. So will a child of God do good 
if they are born again, or regenerated, 
or recreated in the image ang likeness 
of God it will be natural for them to 
do. good as it is for a duck to swim. 
We find that Adam and Eve were 
created in the image ard likeness 
of God before they received the bless- 
ing from God. If you are borm again 
of God you will do righteousness be- 
fore you receive the blessing from 
God or are sanctified. I mean to prove 
to you that when Adam and Eve re- 
ceived the blessing from God they 
were SANCTIFIED and not before. 
All right, let the Bible interpret it- 
self. And God blessed the seventh 
day and SANCTIFIED it. Gen. 2:3. 
When God blessed the seventh day 
He set it apart from the other days. 
When God blessed Adam and Eve He 
set them apart and gave them domin- 
ion over the whole earth. They would 
not have to build a fence to keep an 
animal in a certain place, they could 
tell the animal to stay in a certain 
place and it would stay there, because 
they had authority. But we find after 
Noah came out of the ark God put 
enmity between the human race and 
the animal kingdom. In the ark Noah 
di@ not have to have a cage to keep 
the lion in to keep him from killing 
the other animals. Now while we are 
talking about Noah there is just a few 
things we want to bring out. And God 
saw that the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the THOUGHTS of 
hia heart was EVIL CONTINUALLY. 
And it repented the Lord that He had 
made man on the earth. Gen. 6:5, 6. 
God said He would destroy every- 
thing from off the face of the earth, 
but there was one man and his family 
that found favor with God, and we 
want to find what king of a man he 
was. He was a just man, PERFECT in 
his generation, and he walked with 
God. We can see Noah was a good 
man and righteous, and when God 
told him He was going to send a 
flood and destroy the earth, he be- 
lieved God. regardless of what the 
big D. D.’s and highly educated ot 
his day had to say. He went straight 
ahead and built the ARK just exactly 
as God commanded him to do. He 
“obeyed” God. 

After Noah proved himself to God, 
delivering himself and the animal 
kingdom out of the flood, we find God 
did the same for Noah and his family, 
so did He for Adam and Eve. And 


and again we hear him say to them, 
Behold. I establish my covenant with 
you and your seed (Christ) after you. 
Gen. 9:1-9. But let us go back to Adam 
and Eve. God gave them command 
ments that they should not eat of the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil 
which was in the center of the garden, 
neither touch it, lest they should die. 
But when the devil came along with 
his smooth, cunning lie, man disbe- 
lieved God and believed the devil, and 
not only lost his blessing or sanctifi- 
cation, but also lost his inheritance 
and was put out of the garden of Eden 
to till the ground. And I will put en- 
mity between thee and the woman, 
afid between thy seed (the devil) and 
her seed (Christ). It (Christ) shall 


his heel.—Gen. 3:15. 

We see there is enmity between the 
devil and the human race and that is 
why he (devil) puts sickness and dis- 
ease on the people. Sickness and 
sorrow and death are all the works of 
the devil, but our redemption from 
all these lie in her seed (Christ). We 
see God made a promise to Eve when 
the curse was put upon the human 
race.

And the child 
grew and waxed strong in the spirit, 
filled with wisdom; and the grace of 
God was upon him. His nature was 
to obey God from an infant. He al- 
ways obeyed and honored the Father, 
did no sin, neither wa® guile found in 
his mouth; surely no one would 
doubt that He was not sanctified. God 
honored Him as His Son when He 
went down into the Jordan and was 
baptized by John the Baptist and a 
voice came from Heaven and pros 
claimed it to the whole world. The 
Holy Ghost in the bodily shape of a 
dove came upon Him. He was born 
of God, sanctified. I sanctify myself 
that they also may be sanctified, not 
only the disciples, but all who believe 
through the words of -the disciples. 
And God put His Spirit in Jesus. And 
this is the inheritance to which you 
are entitled through faith in Him. 
Man lost his estate and his blessing 
through unbelief, and is it not the 
most natural thing that he should go 
back into the inheritance and bless- 
ing the same way he came out? For 
God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that WHOSO- 
EVER believeth in HIM should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. John 
3:15, 16. The first Adam lost ever- 
lasting life and plunged himself and 
the whole human race into death when 
he ate of the forbidden fruit and the 
only way we can ever get back into 
favor with God and inherit eternar 
life is through faith in Jesus. And all 
who believe on Him are given power 
to become the sons of God. The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirits, 
that we are the CHILDREN of GOD: 
yind if children, then heirs of God 
and joint heirs with CHRIST: if so 
be that we suffer with him, that we 
may also be glorified together. Rom. 
8:16, 17. 

We must be born again and here 
is what is required: WHOSOEVER, 
believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 
BORN of GOD. 2d John 5:1, 2. 


And again, we see the result for: 
WHOSOEVER, is BORN OF GOD 
doth not commit sin. 1 John 3:9. The 
fellow who says, “I know Him,’ and 
keeps not His commandment;. is a 
liar and the truth is not in him. So 
also is the fellow who says he is sav- 
ed and remains in his sin, neither is 
he born of God. For if a man is born 
of God he keepeth unspotted from the 
world whether he has received the 
BLESSING or not. He came unto His 
own, and His own received Him not. 
BUT AS MANY AS RECEIVED HIM. 
to them gave He POWER to become 
the SONS OF GOD, even to them 
that BELIEVED ON HIS NAME, 
which were born not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God, John 3:11- 
13. 


God created man a little lower than 
the angels, set him over the work of 
His hands, giving him dominion over 
all the earth, but the devil through 
persuading them to believe a_ lie, 
caused man to lose his estate and his 
blessing, and he still keeps the hu- 
man race in bondage unto this day. 

We no more receive the blessing. 
nor sanctification like unto Adam and 
Noah, but our blessing comes in the 
likeness that Abraham received his. 
Now the Lord had said unto Abram, 
Get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will shew 
thee; And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will BLESS thee, and 
make thy name GREAT; and thou 
shalt be a BLESSING: And I will 
bless them that bless thee, and curse 
him that curseth thee: And in thee 
SHALL ALL FAMILIES OF THE 
EARTH BE BLESSED. Gen. 12:1-3, 
Abraham receiving God’s BLESSING 
depended upon his obedience to God, 
and it was several years afterward 
that Abraham received his blessing. 
And Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine: and 
he was the PRIEST of the MOST 
HIGH GOD. And he BLESSED HIM, 
and said, Blessed be Abram of the 
Most High God, possessor of Heaven 
and earth: Gen. 18:19. For when God 
made promise to Abraham, because 
he could swear by no greater, he 
gsware by Himself, saying, Surely 
blessing I will bless thee, and multi- 
plying, I will multiply thee. And so, 
after he had patiently ENDURED, He 
OBTAINED THE PROMISE. Heb. 6:- 
13-15. The promise to Abraham was, 
in thy seed (Christ) shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed. And 
vet he was old. so was his wife and 
they had no children. But these nat- 
ural things did not keep Abraham out, 
for He was standing on God’s Word, 
regardless of natural things or out- 
ward appearance, God told him if he 
would get out from among his kin- 
dred, He would bless him, and that 
in his seed would all the families of 
the earth be blessed. He had obeyed 
and had received the BLESSING thru 


the PRIEST OF THE MOST HIGH 
GOD, but he was still without an 
heir. But in the course of time God 
did fulfill His promise to Abraham 
and gave him an heir, Isaac, who 
was an heir also to the same promise, 
that of his seed should come this 
Christ who would bless all the fam- 
ilies of the earth. In Isaae shall thy 
seed be called. And Isaac had two 
sons, Esau and Jacob. Esau being the 
oldest was entitled to the inheritance, 
but listen, lest there be any forni- 
eator, or profane person, as Esau, 
who for one morsel of meat sold his 
BIRTHRIGHT. For ye know how 
that afterward, when he would have 
inherited the BLESSING he was RE- 
JECTED: for he found no place of re- 
pentance though he sought it careful- 
ly with tears. Heb. 12:16, 17. (You 
must be born again or you cannot in- 
herit the blessing). Esau could not 
receive the BLESSING because he 
was like many today—he did not think 
that birthright amounted to much 
anyway, so he sold it for a mess of 
red pottage. Now we know that all 
these having obtained a good report 
through faith, received not the prom- 
ise (Holy Ghost): God having pro- 
vided some better thing for us, that 
they without us should not be made 
perfect. Heb. 11:39, 40. Of which sal- 
vation the prophets have inquired and 
searched dilligently, who prophesied 
of the grace that should come unto 
you. Searching what, or what man- 
ner of time the SPIRIT OF CHRIST 
which was in them did signify, when 
it testified beforehand of the suffer- 
ings of Christ. and the glory’ that 
should follow. Unto whom it was re 
vealed that not unto themselves, but 
unto us the, did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the Gospel 
unto you with the HOLY GHOST 
sent down from heaven; which things 
the angels desire to look into. 1 Pet. 
10:12. Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteousness, know ye therefore that 
they which are of FAITH the same 
are the CHILDREN of Abraham. And 
the Scripture, forseeing that God 
would justify the heathen through 
faith; preached before the Gospel un- 
to Abraham, saying, In thee shall all 
nations be blessed, so then they which 
be of faith are blessed (sanctified) 
with faithful Abraham. Gal. 3:7-9. As 
Abraham believed God and it was 
accounted unto him for righteous- 
ness, so also with us, if we believe 
God it is accounted unto us for right- 
eousness, when we believe on His 
Son, and we also inherit the blessing 
that came to Abraham through faith. 
“For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification.” If you are a child 
of God through faith in Jesus Christ, 
and have gotten out from among your 
kindred into the land the Lord has 
shown you and received the blessing, 
then you are entitled to the promise. 
That the blessing of Abraham might 
come on the Gentiles through Jesus 
Christ; that we might receive’ the 
promise of the Spirit through faith. 
Gal. 3:14. You cannot receive the 
blessing unless you have the birth- 
right; been born again, and if you 
have been born again you are en- 
titled to the blessing and also to the 
promise of the Father which is the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. For it is 
written. he giveth the Holy Ghost unto 
those that obey Him. 

Take the disciples, they believed on 
Jesus, had done what He commanded 
them, followed Him and stuck by Him 
up until Judas betrayed Him and they 
even followed Him to Calvary. They 
were sons of God because they be- 
lieved He was the very Christ. Flesh 
and blood had not revealed it to them, 
but our Father in Heaven. Their 
names had been written in Heaven 
and remember this: It was after 
the resurrection and after the time 
Jesus had declared “all power is given 
unto me both in heaven and in earth” 
and just before He ascended to the 
Father that he led them out as far 
as Bethany, and He lifted up His 
hands, and BLESSED them. And it) 
came to pass, while he blessed (sane: | 
tified) them, He was parted from | 
them, and carried up into Heaven. |

Blessing like unto Abraham. Melchiz- | 
edek, who was a type of Jesus, bless- | 
ed Abraham and Jesus who is a 
Priest after the order of Melchizedek, | 
blessed them after He had received 
all power in Heaven and in earth. No 
wonder they returned to Jerusalem
